Birth of the Festival 





Chamber of Commerce Gave Leadership 


Snow swirled through Flowertown when the idea of a summer Festival of Flowers was born. 


A bitter winter was descending on Brampton when Samuel Charters, president of the 
town’s active Chamber of Commerce, set to work with a nucleus of Chamber members to honor 
the industry for which the town is noted — flowers, flowers and more flowers. 


And while the minds of snow-shovelling citizens were chiefly occupied with keeping warm, 
the small group started to rally support — from service clubs, church groups, business and 
industry — for their idea. They studied the famous Portland Rose Festival of Portland, Oregon, 
and other flower festivals throughout the United States. 


And they determined to bring to Brampton, the Flowertown of Canada, this country’s first 
Festival of Flowers. 


Brampton has long been noted for its key position in the Canadian flower industry. Among 
its citizens are 48 professional flower growers, producing the bulk of Canada’s commercial 
blossoms. Its 24,000 residents are flower- and garden-conscious. 


The Chamber of Commerce group was instrumental in forming the Brampton Festival of 
Flowers Association early in 1963 and named dozens of committees to handle details of the vast 
undertaking. Heading the Association were R. I. Blain as president and Douglas O. Brown as 
general chairman. 


Under their leadership, the Festival gradually took shape. Financial backing was sought and 
obtained from Town Council; local citizens were exhorted to improve their already impressive 
private gardens; business and industry were rallied to build impressive parades and displays; 
volunteer workers made elaborate arrangements for dances and parades, sports competitions, art 
shows, band concerts and the dozens of other spectacles to ensure widespread appeal of the 
Festival. 


As the Festival grew, it gained momentum and more Bramptonians joined the ranks of 
volunteer workers on the various committees. 


From the combined efforts of an entire town — its Council, its citizens, businessmen and 
industrialists, churches and service clubs, youngsters and adults — came the Brampton Festival 
of Flowers. 


And while visitors enjoy the spectacles of flowers, carnivals, exhibits, sports events, the 
Brampton Festival of Flowers Association is again at work — this time on next year’s Festival. 


Although dates for the second Festival have not yet been set, organizers are certain of one 
thing — the 1964 Brampton Festival of Flowers will be an even more colorful and exciting event 
than its predecessor. Canada’s Flowertown will annually honor its beautiful chief industry.
